It has stopped the rioting that 
used to occur when a clerk brought in a 
case of the much-wanted commodities from 
the warehouse, and thus started a rush 
in which politeness gave way to more 
primary instincts. And when the accumu- 
lated stocks have been cleared off smaller 
containers will appear as the normal re- 
sult of demand.
